b. Next legislative session we can work on it a bit more - we have a better sense 
of how to handle this. 
6. Town Day Planning 
a. We'll use a stamp and a frame with a QR code to the website etc. 
b. We are also in contact with Len Diggins about providing free drinking water in 
a central location and promotions to “bring your own water bottle” 
c. We will work with food vendors to share Arlington on Tap flyers and promote 
our free drinking water at the event 
7. The Black Plastic installation 
a. possibly on the high school lawn or Jason Russell House 
8. Recycling Coordinator Update 
a. New # for hauler - Arlington residents can call 
b. opportunity to collect data is better 
c. swap shed every Thu all summer long 
d. should we put forward a proposal for 35 gallon covered trash containers and 
64 gallon recycling carts? There is some grant funding for providing the 
recycling carts for each household, but it would require additional funding and 
buy-in from the Town. Discuss in October, after Town Day.
